Program cut because of location change

State Rep. Tom Holbrook, 
D-Belleville, is working with 
the Granite City School 
District to procure state fund- 
ing to provide free lunches for 
low-income children this sum- 


mer.

The state denied the district 
the funds this year because its 
program was moved to 
Granite City High School, 
where less than a quarter of 
the students were eligible. 
Holbrook is seeking a waiver 
or, if necessary, trying to find 
another means by which the 
district would receive funding- 
The state would like to see 
the program moved to either 
Prather, Lake or Marshall, 
but Balen said those elemen- 
tary schools would not be 
practical.

“It was a little panicky

Remove poisonous plants. 
Keep gardening tools out of 
children’s reach. 

Lock up barbecue grills 
and gasoline containers. 
Make sure children drink 
plenty of water. Make sure 
children use sunscreen of 
SPF 15 or greater, even 
when it is cloudy. 


Know Your Neighborhood 

There is always comfort 
in knowing your children are 
playing only a few blocks 
from home. However, this 
comfort can give you and 
your children a false sense 
of security when it comes to 
safety. The National SAFE 
KIDS Campaign and 
Madison County SAFE KIDS 
suggest the following tips: 

Familiarize yourself with 
neighborhood play areas 
Warn children about 
unacceptable play areas. 
Children under age 10 should 
never cross streets alone.
